WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster died in Evanston on April 3, 2006 at the age of 90; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster, bom on Febmary 25, 1916 in Evanston and preceded in death by his loving 
wife, Phoebe, was the devoted father of two sons, Frank B. Foster, Jr. and Timothy Foster, loving brother 
of his sister Edith Hicks, and proud grandfather of two grandchildren; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster will long be remembered as a successful businessman with a great wit who 
contributed generously to the suburban Cook County community and enjoyed among other things, 
reading, gardening, needlepoint, swimming, classical music and Shakespeare; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster was a 1937 graduate of Lafayette College in Easton, Pennsylvania and was 
drafted into the United States Army Quartermaster Corps in 1941 and rose to the rank of major; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster returned to Evanston in 1946 and began working at Quinlan and Tyson, 
Inc., as an associate and later went on to become its president during which time he played a major role in 
making the company one of the largest and most successful property management firms in the area by the 
1960s; he retired from Quinlan and Tyson in 1981; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster was active in a number of charitable causes including making a major 
contribution to the Evanston Community Foundation to help establish its own offices when it separated 
from the United Way in 1999; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster’s civic involvement also included the Evanston Rotary Club, where he 
served as past president and was the oldest living Rotarian in Evanston having been admitted to the 
Rotary Club of Evanston in May 1920, the same year that club was chartered; and 
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WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster was a former member of the Evanston Plan Commission and the Evanston 
Township High School District Board of Education; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster was given various awards and recognitions for his tremendous civic 
involvement including the special Community Leadership Award from the Evanston Chamber of 
Commerce; and 

WHEREAS, Frank B. Foster was a past president, volunteer and significant benefactor of the Historical 
Society where there is the Frank B. Foster Research Room and the Presbyterian Homes where he was a 
resident, volunteer and where there is the Frank B. Foster Pavilion. 

NOW', THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County does 
hereby offer its deepest condolences and most heartfelt sympathy to the family and friends of Frank B. 
Foster and joins them in sorrow at this time of loss; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be spread upon the official 
proceedings of this Honorable Body and that an official copy of same be tendered to the family of Frank 
B. Foster so that his memory may be so honored and ever cherished.
